The recent big increases in prices of silver and gold doubtless have made drastic 
changes in the outlook for collectors of N. H. town anniversary medals. Although bullion 
prices have dropped considerably they are still at a level which discourages the issue of 
sterling or .999 fine silver medals or solid gold, since necessary issue prices would be 
so high that numbers sold would likely be small. Possibly similar medals will be is 8 ued 
in silver and gold plated or other similar appearing metals. 

Another redult of the high bullion prices has toeen the melting of many of the silver 
and a few gold from past issues. Dealers unloaded their surplus stocks and towns that still 
had medals on hand were cleaned out of silver medals* Seine previously common silver medals 
may well be scarce in future years. 

With a view to completing the proposed book on N. H. medals by Leon Savoy et als 
we are listing below those issues we have a record of since the list was published in 
the Fall 1970 issue of the Nonagon. If anyone has additional information please let us know.
